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Footballers Cap Undefeated Season 
With 7-6 Victory at Tangerine Bowl

Most fans think the Indian foot- 
ball fortunes started with the 27-19 
victory over Fort Hays, Kans., on 
Sept. 18, but, it really started when 
the Omahan’s were defeated 26-6 


by Colorado College on Oct. 10, 1953 
in Colorado Springs. 


The Indians blew a 6-0 halftime 
lead when they refused to accept 
several bad calls by officials in the 
second half. Five Indian starters 
were sent to the side lines by of- 


ficials as a result of their participa- 
tion in fisticuffs, 


No Thought of Bowl 


After the Colorado set-back Cardy 
straightened the boys out on their 
reaction to bad calls and the Indians 
went on to chalk up a fourteen-con- 
secutive-game winning streak. 


They finished the ’53 season de- 
feating Emporia 32-7, Knox College 
48-13, Northern Illinois 47-14 and 
Doane 41-6. The season record was 


six wins and two defeats, the best 
record until this season. 


When the University of Omaha’s 
big chiefs met at the start of the 254 
football season they anticipated a 
good season, but even the most opti- 
mistic OU fan never dreamed that on 
the night of Jan. 1 the Indians would 


be in Orlando, Fla., for the Tangerine 
Bowl. 


They opened the season invading 
Fort Hays, Kans., on Sept. 18 play- 
ing what turned out to be their 
closest game of the season. They 
dropped the Kansans 27-19, with 
Rudy Rotella, Emil Radik and Bill 


Engelhardt carrying the scoring 
punch. 


They didn’t appear bowl-bound as 


Fort Hays set up three touchdowns 
with passes. 


Indians Migrate 


The OU eleven then migrated to 
Morningside College in Sioux City, 
Ia. The Omaha team rolled to a 45-0 
romp. The most sensational of the 
seven scores was the fifth. Engel- 
hardt handed off to Bill Steck, then 


raced 46 yards to snag Steck’s TD 
pass, 


It was the first time since the 
reign of coach Lloyd Cardwell on the 
Indian campus that the Indians beat 


the Maroons on the latters home 
field. 


The Omaha team made a success- 
ful home debut by thumping Wash- 
burn U 27-6. It was Steck carrying 
the load this time. He raced 78 yards 
after intercepting a pass and scored 
another touchdown by catching an 
Engelhardt aerial in the end zone. 
The play of Tom Harper, Frank 
Hahn, Ed Baker and Simon A Simon 
was vicious on the line. 


No Bowl Talk 


Even at this stage in the game the 
Indians weren’t thinking about any 
possible bowl games; not with foes 
like Bradley, St. Ambrose and Wayne 
still on the agenda. 


Bradley University invaded the 
campus on Oct. 9, and OU critics 
figured the Red and Black were in 
for a Saturday afternoon of football 
enlightenment. But, the Indians 
walked away with a 39-0 slaughter. 


Now, some of the Indian admirers 
were talking of an undefeated sea- 
son. Players like Dick Cotton, Bob 
Wheeler, Jerry Tannahill, Arnold 


Smith, Pete Rigatuso and others 
were playing top-notch football. 


The Kansas State Teachers were 
taught the art of good football as the 
Omaha team breezed past them 38-6. 
Engelhardt was passing and running 
beautifully, while earning the title of 
champion ground gainer of the small 
college football players. 


A supposedly tough St. Ambrose 
team suffered the Indians Homecom- 
ing celebration by getting trounced 
35-14. OU fans got another look at 
Emil Radik walking over would-be 
tacklers. He shook off five on a 26 
yard touchdown run. Harry John- 
son played outstanding on the line; 
his tackles and blocks carried au- 
thority. 


Engelhardt Limited 


The Indians dropped Northern II- 
linois on Oct. 30 for the seventh 
straight OU victory 26-7. The Indians 
beat the Huskies without the service 
of Engelhardt. Engelhardt played 
long enough to score the Indian’s 
first touchdown, then rode the bench 
because of flu. 


The Indians were now bowl con- 
scious, and they rocketed by Wayne 
University of Detroit 59-7. It was 
sweet revenge for the Omaha team 
which two years earlier had received 
a thumping in Detroit. 


The Indians ended the season by 
battering Doane College 57-2. The 
Tigers scored two points on an In- 
dian fumble. Six players participated 
in the high-scoring spree. 

To single out one individual for 
praise on the team would be im- 
possible. They were great from the 
opening gun of the first game to the 
final gun of the last game. As coach 
Cardwell said so many times, ‘All 
of the boys did a fine job.”

Engelhardt Named Most 
Valuable Player at Bowl 


In most cases readers shy away 
from a list of numbers and a list of 
words, but in the case of Bill Engel- 
hardt, talented tailback for the In- 
dian football team, the hum drum 
story is different. 


Here is a 20-year-old sophomore, 
who did tricks with his arms, legs, 
toes, hips and brains that had foot- 
ball statistic experts busy after each 
performance. 


He gained 584 yards from scrim- 
mage for a 4.36 average, he com- 
pleted 56 of 109 passes for 1,061 
yards, giving him a grand total of 
1,645 on offense. He had a passing 
average of 51.4 on completions, good 
for a ranking of fourteenth in the 
nation. 


Better-Than-Average 


He led the nation in the intercept- 
ing field by having only one of his 
aerials seized by the opposition. He 
threw 13 touchdown passes and kick- 
ed ten of 13 extra points. He led 
Indian scorers with 88 points good 
for fifth place in the nation. 


When the Indians were told they 
were to be in the Tangerine Bowl, 
the football critics went to work, 
figuring that this would be the real 
test for Engelhardt. They wanted to 
see what the highly touted sopho- 
more would do under real pressure. 
The result? He completed seven of 
20 passes for 104 yards, and ran the 
ball 47 yards in 23 attempts. 


Threw Winning Pass 


In the Tangerine Bowl game he 
pitched to end and Capt. Rudy Ro- 
tella for the touchdown, and then 
added the winning extra point. He 
was easily voted the most valuable 
player award by the sports writers 
from Omaha, Orlando, and Lexing- 
ton. At the end of the regular grid 
season, Bill was named to the NIAA 
Little All-American team. Several 
weeks ago he was named Omaha’s 
most outstanding amateur athlete. 


The leading offensive leader in the 
nation for small colleges had as much 
success as the powerful Omaha team. 
He was outstanding in every game 


without an exception. He has two 
years remaining with Red and Black 
football teams.

John Bently, Nebraska’s athletic 
publicity director, described Cardy 
as, “The greatest outfielder on a 
football team I ever saw. No one 
kept account of pass interceptions, 
but Cardy probably had more than 
any other man. Foes hated to throw 
the ball with Cardy on defense be- 
cause he was such a ball hawk. Only 
one pass was completed into Card- 
well’s defensive zone in three years 
of play.” 

Such gridiron achievements earned 
the Husker star All-American men- 
tion twice and All-Big Six honors 
three consecutive years. 

As a professional player with the 
Detroit Lions, he was named to All 
Pro teams of 1938 and ’39. During 
the first All Pro post season game 
he scored the first touchdown of the 
contest, snagging a Sammy Baugh 
pass. 

To what does Cardwell attribute 
the success of this year’s great Oma- 
ha team? “The great spirit and 
morale that the boys maintained the 
entire season; plus, the great leader- 
ship of team captain Rudy Rotella” 
explained Cardwell.
